.A prent palace of 500 rooms, 
built nearly 100‘years ago for 
the Crown Princes of Germany, 
the “sleeping Schloss” is situat- 
ed on one side of the 150-acre 
Kleist Park, in Uhe heart of 
Berlin, set back from the road 
a quarter of a mile. The mas- 
sive square-fronted bullding has 
a lonely, soul-less alt of neglect- 
ca Rplendour while the roar of 
the trafic on Ahe. busy streets o 
quarter of a mile, away hardly 
penetrates.the silence of the 
place. ; 

“Until 1048, it honsod over .700 
members :of the staffs of the 
four Occupation Powers, ‘Tien, 
all its 500 rooms echoed to the 
clack of (ypewriters or the buzz 
of conversation. : ; 
Today, barely 70 Western 
Allied officials. uso its rooms, 
One can walk through the dark, 
cool corridors without meeting 
anyone, except a charwoman or 
a cat. ‘ Only 48 rooms are in use. 
The remainder are dusted in 
turn by 21 charwomen., - 

Outside the building, the flags 
of four natlons—Britain, France, 
the United States and the Sovict 
-Union—fly-- from — tall, white 


masts. 

President Eisenhower knows 
the dullding well, He entered it 
in the summer of 1945 when the 
German army lay in. ruins ond 
the Four‘ Powers drank vodka 
and champigne toasts together 
among the ruins of Berlin.

Yes, br- 
couse. with the Legion there Is 
none of the showy marching.

leading a tank thrust. 


Highly-trained 


preteeo, the training fs done 
entirely on the company level. 
Almost every Leglonnaire is a 
fechnictan or a specialist. For 
the Legion is not an army, but 
n highly-troincd cadre for .an 
army not yet-In being. 

Now and then the curtain 
lifts, A ‘photographer * slips 
through the tight security at 
Camp Kosclusko. near Mann- 
heim, and emerges, with piclures 
of blue columns of marching 
men, of machine gun and antl-

Camp Kosciusko’ is a far cry 
from the fiction glamour of 
Sidi-bel-abbes, but it ts a fact 
that the Blue Legion probably 
furnishes a ‘home to even moro 
different nationalities than docs 
the French Legion.
